■Ltchburg  State  Teachers  College 
was  well  represented  at  the  per- 
formance of  Rostand's  classic, 
"Cyrano  de  Bergerac,"  given  by  the 
Holy  Cross  Dramatic  Society.   The 
play  was  presented  in  the  V/orcest<  v 
smorial  Auditorium,  Wednesday  eve- 
ning, May  8. 

The  play  is  a  romantic  tragi- 
comedy of  seventeenth  century 
Prance.   Its  hero,  Cyrano,  was 
typical  of  the  hero  of  that  peri 
He  was  gallant,  courteous,  and 
brilliant,  but  had  one  physical 
peculiarity  -  an  "enormous  nose," 
the  subject  of  much  ridicule  by 
his  enemies  and  a  source  of  irri- 
tation to  himself.   This  prevented 
him  from  winning  his  love,  Roxanne. 
Instead,  through  Cyrano's  beauti- 
ful love  lyrics  and  letters,  Chris- 
tian, a  friend,  won  Roxanne.  Feel- 
ing his  nose  prevented  anyone  from 
loving  him,  Cyrano,  with  his  gen- 
erous nature,  did  his  best  to  help 
his  friend's  cause.   Unfortunately, 
Christian  was  killed  in  battle. 
Not  until  fifteen  years  later,  when 
Cyrano  is  nearing  death,  the  result 
of  a  blow  received  at  the  hands  of 
enemies,  does  Roxanne  learn  through 
Cvrano * s  unconscious  utterances 
that  Cyrano  wrote  those  beautiful 
poems  and  letters  and  wooed  her. 

The  acting,  interpretation, 
and  movement  were  perfect.   The 
settings,  costumes,  and  theatrical 
effects  were  unexcelled. 

There  were  tv/o  players  whose 
work  calls  for  special  mention: 
Edward  Sugrue  whose  presentation 
of  Cyrano  was  professional;  and 
John  Whitfield  who  handled  the  dif- 
ficult feminine  role  of  Roxanne  ex- 
ceptionally well. 

There  were  two  regrets  by  many 
of  those  witnessing  the  performance. 
TVe  felt  that  the  play  should  have 
been  presented  in  a  smaller  hall, 
many  being  unable  to  hear  the 
speeches  of  the  nlayers.   The  oth^r 
was  the  dissatisfaction  of  the 
naive  attitude  of  some  of  the  audi- 
ence when  men  took  feminine  roles.
